NEWS FROM ABOUT THE STATE 


SPECIAL MEMBERSHIP MEETING: 

Your President is calling a special meeting at the Y.M.C.A. Building in 
Des Moines, Iowa, Saturday, May 13th, at 2 p.m. for the purpose of voting 
on changes in our constitution by-laws. One of the changes will be for the 
purpose of election of officers and directors. Other changes include minor 
items concerning our fiscal year, etc. 


ASSOCIATION DUES: 

Have you paid your dues yet? If you haven't, mail your check in now. 
You will be delinquint the first of May. 

It was with some concern that your President read our mid-year re- 
port listing different items. I noticed that there are still 135 members 
who have yet to pay their dues at this date. Another 83 are two years in 
arrears. There are 10 clubs who are delinquint for past year and five 
clubs two years in arrears. I am hoping that all these members and 
clubs will take it upon themselves to get back in good standing as mem- 
bers. We need you, don't neglect us.

The request must be written and signed by the club 
officials. 


LEGAL COUNSEL AND DIRECTOR: 

M. D. Seiser an attorney from Ames, Iowa, and a member of the Ames 
Coin Club was elected by the Board of Directors to succeed Golby Uhlir 
as a Director and Legal Counsel for our Association. Golby had moved 
to Terre Haute, Indiana, to except a new job in that city. 


I.N.A. MEDALS: 

Another item that concerned your writer is the fact that our new medals 
are not selling like we thought they would. In reading the financial report 
I note there are 209 Bronze Medals out of original 250 to be sold. Along 
with this 40 Silver Medals have yet to be sold. Somewhere along the line 
we need some good salesmen or more buyers. We have over 500 mem- 
bers and I think at least 350 of us should like our group well enough to de- 
plete our medal stock. Think it over, if you haven't ordered one yet, do 
it now. The cost: Bronze, $2.00 each; Silver, $5.00 each, plus sales tax. 
When you mail your check to our Secretary, add the tax plus another five 
cents to cover shipping costs. Buy two, show both sides.

We note with deep regret the passing of Gilbert W. Borschel. I received 
the notice of his death from Leo Sears, one of our Directors. Mr. Bors- 
chel belonged to several stamp organizations and was Charter Member 
No. 3, of the Cedar Rapids Coin Club. He was also an I.N.A. member, but 
I do not have his record at this writing. He was very active in the early 
years of the Cedar Rapids club. We will honor him as the other Numis- 
matists who have passed on befofe him. 


A.N.A. VISUAL EDUCATION SLIDES: 

Some of us in our association have discussed the idea of buying repro- 
ductions of the A.N.A. slides for our own association use. The idea being 
they would be more easily accessable for programming and more speed- 
ily dispatched by our own custodian. There are certain stipulations in- 
volved by the A.N.A. We would have to get their Board of Governors per- 
mission and the club showing the slides would also have to be a member 
of the A.N.A. We have approached some clubs and individuals on the 
matter of purchase and all have been very enthusiastic towards the idea.
